The coke Industry has spent upward 
of $1,000,000 in Ohio alone to keep 
phenol pollution out of the water sui>- 
piies, which experts on w a t e r purifica­ 
tion ag ree is the only way to care 
Tor the problem, for once phenol e n ­ 
ters the water th e re is no way tq tak e 
it out. 
Tile health d e p a rtm e n t of P e n n sy l­ 
vania and West Virginia, along with 
the coke oven by-product intercuts of 
those states, have subscribed to an 
agreement to prevent phenol getting 
Into the water, as Ohio i s -doing. Thus
